WHY ARE HOGPITAL POSITIONS NOT DESIRED? 


We have recently been in correspondence with the superintendent 

of a very attractive hospital of moderate sise who has been having great 
difficulty in cocuring an expert graduate for the work of the operating 
room. The living conditions are exceedingly attractive and comforta- 
bie, and the salary, $55, in comparicon with that paid nurses doing such 
work a few years ago, we consider exceedingly liberal. The superinten- 
dent asks why, with conditions so comfortable and with a salary so good, 
it is difficult to find nurses who are willing to undertake this work. 
We know that this particular superintendent is not alone in her 
difficulty, but that each year it is becoming harder to procure competent 
graduate nurses for our hospitals, both large and email. Not only for 
operating-room services, but for the supervision of obstetrical depart- 
ments, great private pavilions, and for surgical wards where every case 
is am emergency, under-graduates are employed, who are young in years 
as well as in experience, though the hospital is not only financially able, 
but is desirous of more responsible heads. We think there is 
another side to this question than the financial one, because even though 
@ muse may, immediately after graduation, enter some one of the fields 
which give her independence and greater remuncraticn, she 
coon learns thet the cost of living on the outside, the wear and tear on 
dlothing, and the expense of ilincss, if such comes, make her caving power 
wo greater or less than in hospital position, where alll living expences 
ere included and where che is cared for when ill. i 
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We want to get at the reason from the graduate’s point of view, for 
her unwillingness to remain in the hospital’s service. Is it discipline, or 
poor food, or long hours, or responsibility, or lack of appreciation? 
There must be a reason for it. Or is 16 claply the econcmie one of 
supply and demand, that with the tremendous increase in the number of 
hospitals, and of positions, there are not encugh really competent women 
with executive ability to fill these positions? This is an interesting ques- 
tion because it seems to be parallel in a way to that of the seareity of 
probationers to fill the ranks of the schools.

Plans for legislation are beginning to come in. Kentucky, which as 
yet has not secured a law, is taking steps toward that end. New York, 
New Jerssy and Connecticut are considering amendments to their present 
laws, for the purpose of improving existing conditions. It is to be re- 
membered that every law outlives its usefulness after a time and has to 
be amended in order that there may be progress. 


In epite of the fact that there now been three issues of the

Such carclesmess adds one more factor to the possibility of error and 
delay, and frequently checks and money orders have to be returned for 
endorsement. Such conditions make it necessary to reiterate what we 
have already said:

All complaints end changes of address should be cent tothe Rechester effice. 

All forme of payment, whether checks or money orders, should be sent to 
the Rechester effcs end made payable to Tus Amunscan JOURNAL OF 
net to frm of printers, or to any individual member of the 
editorial staff or of the beard of diredtere. 

We want to urge thie especially, as otherwise it is impossible for the 
heads of departments to keep their personal mail distinet from that of the 
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Jounal, end in case of an individual’s being away from the office, the 
depesiting of the check is delayed. 

When cending in subscriptions, changes of address, book orders, 
evdess for calendars, news items, etc., subscribers are asked to use sepa- 
sate chests of paper, as each has to be cared for in a different 
and there is less liklihood of error when the orders are separate than when 
ali are cent together in the form of a letter which has to be passed from 
hand to hand. 

We made the statement last month that renewals, to be credited for a 
certain month, should be in our hands, at the Rochester office, by the 
26th of the month preceding the date of issue, but we find we cannot 
to get them into the files at so late a date. Nurses who wish 
to be sure of not missing a number of the Jounnat should send changes 
of addvess or renewals so that they will be in our hands by the 15th of the 
month, possible. 

We wish to thank those who have sent us copies of the September 
Jounnal. Stamps have been sent in payment wherever the name of 
the sender was given. We wish to request those who have by any chance 
received more than one copy of either September or October issues to 
return the extra copy to us. Because of the delay and confusion in con- 
nection with the mailing of these two numbers, we have endeavored to 
eupply copies where complaints have been received of the non-receipt of 
the regular number, but we have reason to believe that in some instances 
the subscribers may have received their regular copies later. 

For those who are entitled to them, but have not yet received them, 
we have a sufficient supply of September Jounnats which we will send if 
they will again notify us that they are missing. The October and 
November numbers of the Jounna are exhausted. 

This change in the Jounnats’ business has emphasised the fact that 
under the old régime it had increased more than even those of the edi- 
torial department had realised. The book-order business, beginning in 
eomall way, as it was established by Miss M. E. P. Davis a few years ago, 
principally through the effort of her own pen, has taken on such propor- 
tions that its clerical detail amounts to almost as much as the subscrip- 
tion list, although its profits are comparatively emall.

As sequelae of lobar pneumonia we must fear: delayed resolutica, 
which may end in chronic interstital pneumonia; abscess of gangrene 
and such paychic abacrmalitis as may end even in permanent insanity. 

I have thus far considered typieal lobar pneumonia, such as is char- 
avterised by the initial chill; rapid rise of temperature; (which then re- 
mains fairly constant until the eriaia, about the ceventh day); insomnia; 
restlessness; vomiting; pain in the region affected; rusty eputum; and 
marked dyepnoes.

There.is nothing mysterious or complicated about 
that, and if instead of using a plese of stesl we use a hores-choe made of 
coft iron, it would not be a magnet after you chut off the current from 
the battery, but the piece of eoft iron would be a stronger magnet while 
the electricity was Gowing along the wire surrounding it, and is called 
therefore am electromagnet.
